R« porter Douglass Cater, an- 
alyzing the people and fac- 
tors contributing to our for- 
eign policy in his speech Mon- 
day on campus, noted that 
“there are a number of en- 
couraging signs” in foreign 
policy making today. 

C.‘er proceeded to answer 
the question “is our system 
ot government suitable for 
the needs of foreign policy 
meking?” He stated that the 
first trouble one runs into is 
deciding who andw hat does 
anything. 

Foreign policy is made by 

the President, the State De- 
partment, the Defense Depart. 
mnt, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, the Peace Corps, 
sugar interests, the press, he 
asserted. Washington is full 
of policy makers, and we are 
accustomed to the fact that 
policy is made by many, he 
added. 

on Mites Treuble Spots. 

Cater stated the three 
troubleeome points in our 
present foreign policy making 
are “the bird cage mentality 
of many of our politicians”— 
a weak point since many de- 
cisions are based on neither 
sense nor the will of the 
people. The second fault is 
the “let’s hurry up and get 
it done with” attitude of 
many politicians, who think 
that once proper bills are 
passed that is all that is nec- 
essary to keep further prob- 
dems from arising. 

Actually foreign policy is a 
massive and continuing busi- 
ness, he continued. The third 
trouble spot is the United 
States’ tendency to underes- 
timate the dimensions of the 
Soviet challenge.

Cater noted that an en- 
couraging sign toward favor- 
able foreign policy is that 
President Kennedy is aware 
of the costs and cont nuing 
involvement of foreign policy 
making, and is ablue to “put 
down” contending forces.

Novel Changed to Moving Drama 


By Diane Sorem 


James Agee’s A Death in 
the Family was transformed 
into moving drama in the 
April 13 production of All 
the Way Home, presented on 
the Little Theater stage. 


The adaptation of this 
story to dramatic form in- 
volved skillful integration 


of several scenes outside the 
time span of the novel. Al- 
though Agee had completed 
the ending of the book before 
his death in 1955, these pages 
were not yet included in the 
normal sequence of events 
and his editors placed them 
at the end of Parts I and If 
when it was published. 


Mosel begins his play with 
one of these scenes which he 
has incorporated into the 
action and ends on a lighter 
note than the earlier version. 
The transition from novel to 
drama is made with little 
change in tone, although the 
family dissension and relig- 
ious conflict are emphasized 
on the stage. 


Dependent Upon Silva 


Sherwood Silva brought ex- 
perience and ease to the 
role of Jay Folle, with the 
others in the cast depending, 
in the early scenes, on the 
depth of his steady portray- 
al. Tina Welty carried the 
later portions of the play 
without any departures from 


her performance as Mary 
Follet to mar a constant 
characterization of the wife 


and widow. She reached the 
climax of her performance in 
one scene which required 
emotions froin shock to hys- 
terical laughter 


Ed Keefer as Ralph Follet 
was best in a more serious 
moment, but he was always 
capable of making his audi- 
ence laugh. As Jay Foilet 
says, “Trying to talk to him 


is like trying to put socks 
on an octopus!”

Jo2] Lynch, was acted effec- 
tively by James Teel. His wife, 
played by Patricia Relies, was 
humorous in her deafness to 
much that happens with ques- 
tions such as, “Was it a love- 
ly funeral?” 


Mike Mertz’s portrayal of 
John Henry Follet is remin- 
iscent of one of comedian 
Jonathan Winter’s elderly 
gentlemen in his voice tone 
and inflection. Less credible 
performances were given by 
Janice Stowell as Sally, and 
the priest who was unbe- 
lKevably young-looking, Doug- 
las Wiison.

dent shall be the executive 
officer of the ASSSC. He 
shall convene an Executive 
Council at least once each 
month of ithe academic year, 
subject tc College policy. 

a. The Executive Council 
shall consist of the executive 
officers of the ASSSC, chair- 
men of the several executive 
boards, the Dean of Students 
or his representative, the Stu- 
dent Association Manager 
and such other persons as the 
President shall designate. 

b. The Executive Council 
shall have the responsibility 
and authority to advise the 


President in his. following 
duties:

The BOD shall 
be organized and shall meet 
as follows: 

a. The BOD shall be com- 
posed of 12 voting members, 
one of whom shall be an Ad- 
ministrative Repreentative 
and one of whom shall be a 
Faculty Representative. The 
10 student members shall 
consist of the following: One 
representative from each of 
the College division areas, an 
Undeclared Majors Represen- 
tative, a Men’s Representa- 
tive, and a Women’s Repre- 
gentative. The Vice-Presi- 
dent of the ASSSC shall be 
the chairman of the BOD. The 
ASSSC President, the Stu- 
dent Association Manager, 
the Associate Dean of Stu- 
dents (Activities), an Alumni 
Representative, and such oth- 
er persons as the BOD shall 
designate, shall be non-vot- 
ing members 

b. Each member of the 
BOD shall be entitled to one 
vote. The Vice-President 
may vote only to break tie 
votes. Proxy votes shall not 
be allowed. 

c A simple majority of 
the voting members of the 
BOD shall constitute a quor- 
um for conducting business 
unless otherwise specified in 
this Constitution. 

d. The BOD shall meet at 
least once every two weeks 
during the academic year at 
a regular and publicly an- 
nounced time and place, sub- 
ject to College policy. Special 
meetings may be called by 
the Chairman or-by a petition 
signed by a simple majority 
of the membership of the 
BOD. All meetings of the 
BOD shall be open to all 
members of the ASSSC. 

e. The BOD may create 
whatever committees it deems 
necessary for the purpose of 
studying or formulating pro- 
posed legislation and of in- 
vestigating activities and 
questions within the interest 
of the ASSSC. 

f. Within limits estab- 
lished by this Constitution, 
the Board of Directors may 
create and fill such offices 
and make such rules as it 
deems necessary to its opera- 
tion. 

SECTION 3. In the event 
that Sacramento State Col- 
lege shall add or subtract ac- 


en 


ademic divisions subsequent 
to the passage of this consti- 
tution, the BOD shall be em- 
powered to make correspond- 
ing adjustments in the com- 
position of its membership 


by adding or subtracting 
members. 
SECTION i The BOD 


shall have the following re- 
sponsibilities and powers: 

a. To adopt statutes (sub- 
ject to Section 5 of this ar- 
ticle) establishing and govern- 
ing the activities, enterprises, 


and undertakings of the 
ASSSC, apd to adopt other 
laws subsifiiary to such sta- 
tutes. 

b. To establish, upon the 
recommendktion of the 
President, executive boards 


and committees, and to de- 
fine the structure, duties and 
tenure of such boards and 
committees. 

ec. To confirm the appoint. 
ment of all appointive mem- 
bers of the Executive Coun- 
cil, and to confirm the ap- 
pointment of the chairman 
of any executive committee. 

d. To require reports from 
the President, the Student 
Association Manager, and any 
other agency of the ASSSC; 
to investigate, adopt resolu- 
tions, and in general perform 
all normal legislative func- 
tions on matters within the 
interest of the ASSSC. 


e. To remove any of its 
members or any officer of 
the ASSSC according to pro- 
visions set forth in this Con- 
stitution. To employ and re- 
move all employees of the 
ASSSC according to proced- 
ures established by statute. 

SECTION 5. A statute 
shall be any proposal which 
has been enacted into law as 
provided herein and which 
establishes, amends, or clari- 
fies a standing policy of the 
ASSSC. 

a. Before a statute may 
go into effect, it must re- 
ceive a favorable vote of 
2/3rds of the voting members 
of the BOD who are present 
and voting. 

b. The signature of the 
President of the ASSSC is 
required on any statute be- 
fore it may go into effect, ex. 
cept as provided herein. 

ec. The BOD may override 
the President’s veto of a sta- 
tute by a favorable vote of 
2/3rds majority of the voting 
members 

d. Subsequent to the adop- 
tion of this Constitution, sta- 
tutes shall be adopted which 
set down, within the frame- 
work established by the Con- 
stitution, procedures for the 
adoption of future statutes, 
and other laws subsidiary to 
such statute. 

Such subsidiary laws shall 
include the following: 

(1) An act shall be legis- 
lation which establishes pro- 
cedures for the enforcement 
of statutes. 

(2) A regulation shall be 
legislation which is concerned 
exclusively with the internal 
operation of the ASSSC BOD. 

SECTION 6. Upon presen- 
tation of a petition signed by 
ten per cent of the voting 
members of the ASSSC to the 
President of the ASSSC, any 
measure (except matters Tre- 
lating to the expenditure of 
funds of the ASSSC) must be 
submitted to a vote of the 
members of the association. 

No measure initiated and 
subsequently adopted by two- 
thirds of those members of 
the ASSSC voting in an elec- 
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tion called for that purpose 
shall be subject to a veto of 
the President of the ASSSC, 
nor shall any such measure 
be amended or repealed ex- 
cept by a vote of the voting 
members of the ASSSC un- 
less otherwise provided - in 
said initiative measure. 
ARTICLE V 
(Judicial Authority) 

SECTION 1. The judicial 
authority of the ASSSC shall 
be vested in a Board of Jus- 
tice as a court of original 
jurisdiction and in a Board 
of Judicial Appeal. 

SECTION 2. The Board of 
Justice shall have original 
jurisdiction in all cases in- 
volving questions of disagree- 
ments as to constitutionality, 
legality, jurisdiction, or in 
questions of non-performance 
of constitutional or statutory 
mandate, except in cases in= 
volving impeachment of an 
official of the ASSSC. 

SECTION 3. The Board of 
Justice shall consist of one 
Chief Justice, four Associate 
Justices and a faculty advisor 
(mon-voting). The student 
members shall be appointed 
by the President of the ASSSC 


subject to confirmation by 
the BOD. 
SECTION 4. The Board of 


Justice shall have the aufhor- 
ity to impose penalties in 
eases described in section two 
hereof including but not lim. 
ited to the following: Money 
fines for organizations, tem- 
porary suspension of individ- 
uals from the ASSSC, tem- 
porary or vermanent suspen- 
sion of organizat‘ons from the 
ASSSC 

SFCTTON 5. The Board 
of Justice shall meet at the 
call of the Chief Justice. 

SECTION 6. The Board of 
Jnetice may receive cases 
frem any member of the 
ASSSC. and subdivision of 
the ASSSC vovernment ofr 
the Dean of Students or his 
renrecentative 

SECTION 7. Anthority to 
proscute all case before the 
Board of Justice in which 
the ASSSC is a litigant, ex- 
cent those cases which involve 
the evecutive and leesislative 
branches of the ASSSC gov- 
ernment as onnosing litigants, 
shall he vested in an Attor- 
nev General.

(Elections, Appointments,

a. The President and the

student at Sacramento State 
College immediately prior to 
their candidacy, and they 
must have achieved and shall 
maintain through their term 
a minimum of 2.50 over-all 
grade point average.

hours of college or university 
credit, and who shall have 
attended and completed at 
least one full semester as a 
student at Sacramento State 
College immediately prior to 
his candidacy, and he must 
have achieved and shall main- 
tain throughout his term at 
least a 2.00 over-all grade 
point average. 

SECTION 2. Election to 
any office under this Consti- 
tution shall be by plurality 
system and shall he swbject 
to the election code as defined 
in the statutes.

Tenure of of- 
fice for all appointive offic- 
ers of this association shall 
begin at the time of their ap- 
pointment and end on Com- 
mencement day of the aca- 
demic year in which they 
were appointed. 

SECTION 7. Removal of 
all appointed officers (except 
by impeachment) must be ac. 
complished in the same man- 
ner in which they were ap- 
pointed. 

SECTION 8. Vacancies in 
any appointive office of this 
association shall be filled im 
the manner of the original 
appointment not later than 
thirty school days after the 
vacancy occurs. 

SECTION 9. Persons who 
hold any elective office of 
this association, Justices of 
the Board of Justice, the stu- 
dent member of the Board of 
Judicial Appeal, the Attorney 
General, and the Treasurer, 
shall during their term be 
ineligible to hold any elected 
or appointed office within the 
jurisdiction of this associa- 
tion, except that they may 
hold office in honorary organ- 
izations. 

SECTION 10. Non-student 
members of any board, com- 
mittee, or agency of this as- 
sociation shall meet the fol- 
lowing qualifications. 

a. Faculty representatives 
shall be full-time members 
of the teaching faculty and 
shall be reconrmended by the 
President of this association 
and shall be confirmed by the 
BOD. 

b. Administration repre- 
sentatives shall be appointed 
by the President of Sacra- 
mento State College or his

‘Yes’ Vote Needed 


The constitution submitted for approval of at least 
two-thirds of the student body is the most important 
issue to be settled by the elections today. 

If students eleeted to ASSSC offices are forced to op- 
erate under the present Bylaws, it is obvious that the 
same inefficient preoccupation with procedural details 
will continue to haunt the Council. 

The new constitution makes much needed changes in 
the structure of the government and clearly defines duties 
of the major officers. With this proposal, the student 
body has an opportunity to provide subsequent Student 
Councils with operating rules and responsibilities more in 





aceord with what could be effective leadership. 
Through the separation of powers, the president is 
allowed to concentrate on executive matters and exercise 


more authority with a veto power. 
ineffectual office this year, beeomes 


The vice-president, an 
increasingly im- 


portant as he presides over the Board of Directors. The 
third executive position, treasurer, will be appointive after 
the 1962-63 term of office is completed. 

The Board of Judicial Appeal established in the pro- 
posed constitution will take over consideration of any 
eases appealed from the Board of Justice, so that the 
Student Council no longer can heay cases intended for an 


appellate board. 


Although this constitution may not be an ideal one or 
may not give the students the responsibility of which they 
should be capable, it clears up many problems of proced- 
ure which should have been done long ago.
